UK PACiriO COAST. 



Francisco, April 22, 1876. 
EDITOB Indkpkndent :— I agreed to 

write you occasionally while absent, and 
have concluded to keep ray promise. 
This determination is partially traceable 
to the fact that when 1 was here before 
I was taken to task by some good friends 
for not giving them my impressions of 
the country. 

After traveling, day after day, over 
8,000 miles towards (be setting sun, 
through every Variety of soil, climate and 
scenery, I am more than ever impressed 
with the full significance of tho truth 
of that very common saying — "This is a 
great country" — and begin to realize 
erkeley knew something when he 
uttered the celebrated sentiment. "West- 
ward the course of empire takes it way." 

The journey to this eoast is very dif- 
ferent now to what i was ten or lift ecu 
years ago. IMn, it was attended with 
possibilities of danger, hunger, pestiloneo 
and death ; iwr, with probabilities of 
safety, comfort and pleasure. Revolvers 
and DOwie-knivea are no longer neccs 
sary, and the hotels here aie among the 
best in tho world. A pril is probably the 
best month tooome overland, there be- 
ing but very little dust, and at this 
season California is seen to the best ad- 
vantage, fresh and 'osy, and dressed in 
holiday attire. The trip presents so 
remarkable views, and bristles 
with matters of so much interest that 
it never will bo forgotten. 

Ilut 1 will briefly make note of our 
ss thus far. As everybody is fa- 
miliar with the splendid country between 
New Fork and Chicago, and it

The more ini]>ortant stations along 
bear a great resemblance to each other. 



There is a main street fronting on the 
line of the road made up of one story 
wooden buildings, with very large signs, 
while the dwellings are small and low, 
and make no pretentions to architectural 
beauty. The dining stations are a little 
more cheerful, and trees are growingabout 
them, if near any water. 

About 100 miles west of Omaha we 
made quite a stop at a place bearing the 
great name of Columbus. This town 
Ueorge Francis Train declared to be the 
geographical center ofthe United States, 
and advocated the removal of the Na- 
tional Capitol here. But the idea was 
not earned out, as it Li a respectable 
place, and the people objected to any such 
intliction. A few miles further on is the 
place where the Indians attempted to 
wreck a passenger train by suddenly mas- 
sing their ponies on the track ahead of 
the locomotive. The result was more 
disastrous to the ponies than to the train, 
and the Indians have been afraid of the 
engine ever since. 

Tho ride over these immense plains is 
monotonous. This monotomy is broken, 
however, occasionally by the appearance 
of herds of cattle, antelopes, elk, deer. 
and at many points little prairie (.logs, 
which are about tho size of a large grey 
squirrel. In the same hole with the dog 
may be found the owl and rattlesnake all 
living together. This companionship 
is very singular, and is supposed to be a 
shrewd arrangement for defense. And 
now we enter a section of the alkali re 
gion, which is a barren waste. No water. 
no trees, nothing but sage brush for hun- 
dreds of miles. Occasionally this waste 
is broken by valleyscoveredwithagrowth 
of the most nutritious glasses. Stock 
raising is very remunerative in some of 
these valleys. 

At Hillsdale we catch glimpses of the 
Black Hills and the "Great Rooky 
Mountain Chain." Away to the left 
Pike's Peak towers up over 150 miles 
distant. 

Cheyenne is soon reached, and here 
some passengers left for Denver and the 
Black Hills. This place has become 
somewhat celebrated for its manufacture 
of moss agate jewelry of the most beauti 
ful shades of coloring. Next comes Sher- 
man, 8,242 feet above the level of the sea, 
the highest elevation on the route and 
among the highest peaks of the moun- 
tains. It is cold here and the snow is 
deep. The view here is grand. From 
Sherman we pass down rapidly to l.ara 
mie liains and stop at Laramie City, 
Wyoming Territory. This place is noted 
as being the first place in the world 
where a female jury was empaneled. The 
first case was for murder, and there was 
no flinching on the part of tho jury. 
They brought in a verdict of "Guilty" 
though the evidence was rather 
It is said that during the long trial the 
men who had charge of the "rising 
ration" calmed them by singing. 



tunately passed through the hitter while 
asleep. The traveler now has before him 
a day's ride more delightful than any on 
the route. From Summit the train de- 
scends rapidly, passing into tho region of 
flumes, ditches and hydraulic mining. 
We pass Dutch Flat, Rod Dog and many 
other interesting mining camps, but 
everybody is on the alert for Cape Horn, 
even children cry for ('ape Horn, and it 
is soon reached. The cars stop here 
awhile to give the pnssengers sohai 
behold (in the language of the guide 
books) one of the grandest scenes in the 
world. Some timid people have not 
sufficient nerve to look down into that 
awful ohaam, I shall not attempt a de- 
scription of this, the most wonderful 
sight on the read, for my letter is already 
too long. Colfax is the next station and 
we are scon in the valley of the Sacra- 
mento, which blooms just now- with an 
almost tropical luxuriance. 

The ride from Summit down the Sier- 
ras to Sacramento, through towering 
mountains, sparkling waterfalls, and 
novel and ever-changing scenery on 
every side, was the most delightful and 
exhilarating 1 ever experienced. And 
the change came"so rapidly. At sunrise, 
on the heights the cold north wind sobbed 
and moaned as it hurried along over the 
heavy snow banks and barren shrubbery, 
but in less than three hours, we were 
running among tasty ,, orchards 

in blossom and bill-sides covered 
with brilliant flowers. 

From a reigon where skating must 
have beengood, we comerepidly down to 
a valley carpeted with flowers, and where 
the fanners have commenced their hay- 
ing. 

ReachingSan Francisco on the 20th inst. 
at B p. m., I followed the crowd to the 
Palace Hotel, kept bv that well known 
New- Yorker, Warren Loland.

At Ogden we are among the Mormons.

and the commencement of the Central 
Pacific Road, and also the point of de 
parture for Salt Lake City, M miles dis- 
tant. I reached the latter city on the 
e\ ening of the 17th iust., and stopped at 
the Townsend House, well kept by a 
Mormon. Salt Lake is located verj 
pleasantly. It is well shaded and streams 
of clear water from the mountains flow 
along each side of the streets, giving the 
city an air of coolness and repeso. The 
city is built of stone and ''adcibes" (sun 
dried brick) and there are many fine 
blocks. I visited tho Tabernacle, which 
seats 12,000 people, and saw the great 
Ofgaa. The roof of this immense build- 
ing is one Unbroken arch. The temple. 
in the same enclosure, if ever completed, 
will be the most beautiful structure in 
the country. The Mormons have gofld 
farms, but nothing is produced here ex- 
cept by irrigation. The institution is 
larger than 1 supposed, extending all 
the valley over 400 miles. But tn* 
tiles are increasing and Mormonism is on 
the wane. There seems to bo about as
